Silver Medal Awarded His Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium at Washington. 


Dr. W. Jarvis Barker of Sierra 
Madre was awardedWsilver medal at 
the recent tftefjjatid&al tuberculosis 
congress pt vrasningpwf"for a model of 
his Los Angeles^<dberculosis sanator¬ 
ium which he had on exhibition. His 
exhibit attracted a great deal of atten¬ 
tion among the scientists and others 
gathered there. 

The Barlow’ sanatorium is intended 
for tuberculosis sufferers who are un¬ 
able to afford the means to give them¬ 
selves the best of care, but who do 
not wish to be charity patients. Small 
cottages, open on three sides and de¬ 
signed to give the patient all the air 
and sunlight possible, are provided for- 
them, and it was one of these model 
cottages and his infirmary that Dr. 
Barlow exhibited at Washington. 
Speaking of the exhibit, the Washing¬ 
ton Star says: 

“The modern construction of the 
canatorium cottages permits patients to 
be under a roof and still be ‘out doors,’ 
as three sides of the building are half¬ 
screen. The north wall of each cottage 
is solid, and the bed is placed agair.st 
it, but all around, south, east and west, 
is the balm of Southern California, 
and the delightful atmosphere brought 
inland from the Pacific makes nights 
as w’ell as days worth living in—and 
getting well in.”

Of course it is that any¬ 
way. But “cleaning up”ft£iay last Sat¬ 
urday made it a.& near an ap- 

proaeh to “spotless town” as can be 
found. To be sure the rain interfered 
when the work was all but completed 
and made it necessary to leave a few 
corners untouched. But it^will not be 
a difficult job to finish. 

By seven o’clock Saturday morning 
recruits for the army of street cleaners 
began to gather at the city hall. Busi- 
i ness and professional men came out in 
> their fighting clothes, armed with hoes, 

, rakes, shovels and other implements of 
war. As rapidly as they arrived they 
were assigned to duty under the cap¬ 
tains in charge of the various sections 
of the city and little time was lost in 
getting busy. 

C. J. Pegler took command of the 
northeast quarter of town. Messrs. F. 
R. Yerxa. and Andrew Olsen took a 
squad of Japs into the southeast quar¬ 
ter and were later reinforced by enough 
Americans to make it avoid the appear¬ 
ance of a Japanese invasion. C. F. 
Gray and A. N. Adams marshalled two 
squads in the northwest quarter, which 
was by far the largest section. A. S. 
Mead took command in the southwest 
section. Chairman Hosmer was every¬ 
where at once, directing operations. 
Each squad was headed by the men 
with hoes and shovels, who mowed 
down the rank summer’s growth of 
weeds right and left. They were fol¬ 
lowed by others who raked the weeds 
and rubbish into piles, which were later 
loaded onto wagons and hauled to the 
dumping ground. 

Two showers during the forenoon in¬ 
terfered with the work for short inter¬ 
vals and about eleven o’clock the rain 
came down in such quantities that it 
was necessary to suspend operations. 
But the appetites of the workers had 
been sharpened to a fine edge and when 
it became apparent that the rain was 
not going to stop they began to wend 
their way to he building at Lima and 
Central where dinner was to be served 
by the ladies of the Woman’s club. 

The hungry horde came a little ahead 
of schedule time, but they were not 
kept waiting long. Great quantities of 
escalloped potatoes and baked beans, 
piping hot, were waiting for them. 
Sandwiches , pickles, cheese, pie of a 
dozen different kinds in crusts that 
fairly melted in one’s mouth, and 
steaming coffee were served cafeteria 
style to the seemingly endless line of 
men and boys who filed past. With
